Maine Revised Statutes Title 5, §8053-A, sub-§5, provides that by February 1% of each year, the
Secretary of State shall provide the Executive Director of the Legislative Council with lists, by
agency, of all rules adopted by each agency in the previous calendar year. 1 am pleased to
present the report for 2014.

The list must include, for each rule adopted, the following information:

A) The statutory authority for the rule and the rule chapter number and title;
B) The principal reason or purpose for the rule;

0) A written statement explaining the factual and policy basis for each rule;
D) Whether the rule was routine technical or major substantive;
E) [f the rule was adopted as an emergency; and

F) The fiscal impact of the rule.

In 2014, there were 296 rules adopted by 28 agencies. Following is a list of the agencies with
the number of rules adopted:

type (i.e. routine technical or major substantive) and whether the rule is an emergency rule. The
internal log number used by the APA office is also included so that this Bureau can easily find
the complete filing if requested; and

2) A Word document for each agency that includes the above information for each rule, as
well as the principal reason or purpose for adopting the rule, the basis statement and the fiscal
impact of the rule. This information was extracted from the documentation that is required to be
filed with our office for each adoption.

If further information is requested for any rule, our office can provide the complete filing
which includes additional information including the dates and locations of any hearings held on
the proposed rules and public comments received regarding the rule.
